PUBLIC  HEALTH 


Sewers  and  Sev;erap:e. 

No  extensions  to  the  sewage  v^orks  viere  carried  out  during  the 
ye  arc 

Further  discussions  on  administration  aspects  were  held  vvith  the 
companies  concerned  with  regard  to  the  discharge  of  steep  effluent 
into  the  sewers.  The  final  scheme  was  prepared  and  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  for  their  consideration. 

In  view  of  their  position  in  the  centre  of  the  To;m,  and  the 
minimum  amount  of  v/ork  required  to  receive  the  steep  discharges 
from,  their  Maltings,  the  Council  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
Messrs,  WatneySy  and  we  have  been  accepting  their  discharges  since 
the  beginning  of  the  current  season. 

The  works  have  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  Only 
minor  faults  have  developed  which  have  quickly  been  rectified. 

The  disposal  of  sludge  is  becoming  more  of  a problem.  It  is  at 
present  tipped  over  the  face  of  the  old  refuse  tip  at  the  Ollands 
and  this  is  not  satisfactory.  This  problem  is  likely  to  become 
more  acute  if  the  steep  discharges  are  accepted  into  the  sev/ers  as 
this  v;ill  mean  a substantial  rise  in  the  fluid  content,  with 
consequent  longer  drying  period  for  which  space  is  already  limited. 
Two  samples  of  effluent  were  submitted  for  analysis  and  both  were 
satisfactory. 

Beccles  Road  sev/er  has  continued  to  give  trouble  and  has  become 
choked  with  silt  at  regular  intervals.  The  sewer  laid  at  the 
rear  of  properties  on  the  East  side  of  Bridge  Street  has  also 
given  considerable  trouble  and  I feel  that  the  Council  will  have 
to  consider  alternative  drainage  of  these  premises. 

Vrnenever  it  has  been  necessary  to  empty  any  of  the  few  septic 
tanks  remaining  in  the  area,  Wainford  R.D.Co  have  undertaken  this 
work  for  us  and  v/e  are  indebted  to  their  officers  for  their  ready 
co-operation. 


Ilimht  Soil. 

The  position  remains  unchanged  with  nine  dwellings  without  water- 
borne sanitation. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  one  or  two  conversions  may  be  possible  in 
1964  if  the  v/ater  main  is  extended  along  the  Flixton  Road, 

Night  soil  is  collected  by  the  refuse  collection  staff  mid  disposed 
of  by  burial. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposals 


Weekly  collection  has  been  maintained, 

A special  \7eek  set  aside  for  the  collection  of  bulky  material 
was  not  as  successful  as  was  hoped,  ^ess  than  thirty  applications 
v/ere  received  from  householders  wishing  to  avail  themselves  of 
this  offer. 

The  secondhand  freighter  v/hich  the  Council  bought  has  proved  most 
successful  ai^sd  has  enabled  increased  work  to  be  carried  out 
wdthout  additional  staff. 

The  new  tip  at  Annis  Hill  was  made  ready  for  use  but  was  not  used 
during  the  \rear  as  Loddon  R,D,Cc  had  asked  that  we  continue  their 
Ditchingham  tip  for  as  long  as  iDossible  to  enable  them  to  get  it 
filled . 


Pest  Control, 

The  rodent  operator  was  off  sick  for  three  months  during  the  year 
and  only  urgent  problems  were  dealt  with  in  his  absence.  This 
meant  that  the  routine  work  was  not  carried  out  for  several  weeks 
and  there  was  a consequent  rise  in  the  rat  population  which  gives 
useful  evidence  of  the  value  of  maintaining  routine  control. 

The  sev/ers  v/ere  treated  once  and  the  results  were  poorer  than  that 
in  recent  years  A^ith  bait  being  taken  in  19  cf  the  102  manholes 
treated.  This  treatment  v/as  carried  out  after  the  rodent  operator’s 
sickness  and  it  is  considered  that  the  absence  of  routine  control 
work  for  a three  month  period  is  the  cause  of  the  increased  activity. 

As  occasion  demanded,  assistance  was  given  in  the  control  of  rabbits 
and  moles,  mainly  on  Outney  Common  although  there  was  some  rabbit 
activity  in  the  Cemetery, 

To  assist  the  control  of  rabbits  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Annis  Hill 
Tip  and  on  Outney  Common,  the  Council  joined  the  Beccles  and  District 
P^abbit  Clearance  Society  so  that  we  now  have  the  services  of  their 
7/arreners. 

Wasps  were  very  active  during  the  summer  months  and  the  Council’s 
staff  dealt  with  se  y-eral  complaints  AYhich  were  reported.  In  one 
garden,  no  less  than  ten  nests  Avere  removed, 

Ho  action  was  necessary  with  regard  to  insect  pests  in  domestic 
premises. 


Caravan  Sites. 

Three  licences  are  in  force.  One  is  in  respect  of  a single 
caravan  in  a private  yard,  another  in  respect  of  a single  caravan 
on  a farm,  and  the  third  in  respect  of  eight  caravans  on  an  approved 
residential  site.  Proper  sanitary  accoiiEnodation  and  hard  standings 
have  been  provided  to  the  latter  site  'which  has  been  A¥ell  maintained, 

A surplus  of  caravans  on  one  of  the  single  sites  gave  rise  to  some 
nuisance  but  this  'was  s'ub sequent Ij^  remedied,  and  a licence  for  one 
caravan  was  iss'ued  and  the  owuier  A/arned  that  action  Avould  be 
taken  in  the  event  of  fut'ure  contravention. 

The  Council  resolved  to  open  a holiday  caravan  site  at  the  Staithe 
and  preliminary^  7/ork  was  put  in  hand  to  prepare  the  site. 

Approval  A¥as  giver*,  for  four  holiday  caravans  throughout  the  year. 
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V/ater  Siror'lies . 


'.Tater  is  provided  by  the  East  Anglian  Water  Company, 

The  Council’s  former  v/ells  on  Outney  Common  are  still  in  use  and 
tv/elve  samples  v/ere  submitted  for  hacteriological  examination 
and  three  samples  for  chemical  analysis  - a typical  result  of  the 
chemical  analysis  attached  in  appendix  I,  A.11  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

There  v;as  no  record  of  any  plumho  -solvent  action  and  no 
contamination  was  reported.

At  their  meeting  in  April.,  1963j  the  Council  resolved  to  recommend 
to  the  County  Council  that  the  water  supplied  in  the  area  of  the 
Bungay  Urban  District  should  have  its  fluoride  content  increased  to 
the  required  level  of  one  part  per  million,  a sample  of  w^ater 
from  Bungay  submitted  for  analysis  in  February,  1963  .gave  a figure 
of  0.25  part  per  million. 


I-Tuisances . 

Report  of  nuisance  h.::S  again  been  negligible,  only  five  complaints 
v;ere  ri^ceived  during  the  year  and  in  each  case  remedial  action 
was  obtained  at  first  request  and  no  court  proceedings  were 
necessary.  Six  preliminary  notices  were  served  and  all  were 
cenplied  W'ith  without  delay. 

The  discharge  from  the  pea  vinery  at  Manor  F'arm  again  gave  rise 
to  nuisance  and  a suiple  of  the  effluent  was  submitted  for  analysis. 
The  result  confirmed  our  assertion  that  the  discharge  was  offensive 
and,  confronted  by  this  evidence,  remedial  action  was  taken 
imn'icdiately. 


Sv;imming  Pools. 

The  S-»;imming  pools  at  the  Primary  School  and  at  the  Grammar 
School  have  been  inspected  regularly  by  the  County  Staff. 

A tyrjical  rcj^'ort  is  attached  in  appendix  II, 

A.ltho j.gh  conditions  can  change  from  hour  to  hour  and  a sample 
can  give  no  definite  guarantee,  samples  of  river  water  talien  from 
the  main  swimming  areas  wore  submitted  for  analysis  and  the  results 
were  that,  at  the  time  the  saraples  were  tahen,  the  ;/ater  was  fit 
for  bathing.

Five  premises  on  the  register  on  which  demolition  orders  were 
in  force  v/ere  demolished  during  the  year.  Four  of  these  v/ere 
already  unoccupied  and  the  occupant  of  the  fifth  was  rehoused 
privately, 

V/ork  was  in  hand  on  the  renovation  of  two  cottages  on  which  closing 
Orders  were  in  force. 

Action  Y/as  taken  under  Section  27  of  the  I96I  Public  Health  Act 
to  secure  demolition  of  an  unoccupied  dilapidated  building. 

Undertakings  not  to  relet  were  obtained  in  respect  of  five  premises 
under  demolition  orders. 

Detailed  housing  inspections  carried  out  resulted  in  four  premises 
being  reconanended  for  demolition  or  closing. 

Private  Housing, 

Three  houses  were  demolished  to  make  v/ay  for  car  parking  facilities 
and  one  house  for  road  improvements. 

The  nuraber  of  premises  improved  by  grant  was  again  disappointing- 
four  discretionary  and  six  standard.  Almost  all  these  were  OY/ner 
occupier  premises  - landlords  are  still  umvilling  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  facilities  of  the  grant  procedure. 


Nev;  Housiiifeu 

Ten  new  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise.  Three  of 
these  were  individual  plot  development,  six  were  estate  develop- 
ment and  one  was  a conversion  from  a workshop. 


Council  Hou  ing. 

No  new  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 
Three  old  cottages  were  acouired  together  v/ith  land  required 
for  car  parking.

Bakehouses. 

Three  bakehouses  remained  in  use  throughout  the  year  although 
the  output  of  one  of  them  was  considerably  reduced  as  the  firm 
had  disposed  of  their  outside  trade  to  a multiple  concern. 

One  of  the  balcehouses  was  converted  from  coal  firad  ovens  to  oil 
fired  ovens  with  consequent  im.provement  of  cleanliness  within 
the  bakehouse. 

One  bakehouse  remained  with  coal  fired  ovens  but  improvements 
were  carried  out  to  reduce  the  possible  dust  nuisance,
